“Its passage is 
being demanded on the ground that it 
will furnish the people 35-cent gaa, 
whereas as a matter of fact there is 
nothing in the bill compelling the 
lgrantees of the franchise to do so. 

“There is a clause in the bill pro 
viding that they can collect not mor” 
than 35 cents a thousand*cubic feet far 
all the natural gas they furnish. But 
ithere is no provision compelling ‘hem 
to furnish any, or any penalty or bend 
forfeiture if they do not furnish any. 

“In fact, the bill is so worded as to 
permit them to quit furnishing natural 
gas practically at any time, or even net 
furnish it at all, and go ahead with tuc 
sale of manufactured gas at 6 cents a 
thousand cubic feet. Now, this wouia 
be a good thing for the city. 

Bill Sheuld Be Explicit. 

“But if the men behind this bill wart 
a franchise for furnishing 60-cent manu- 
factured gas, they ougnt to ask for 
that and not mix it up with « 35-cent 
natural gas bill. 

“If the agitation for the passage of 
a %5-cent natural.gas bill is to con- 
tinue, I Want to see the bill amended 
@o as to compel the grantees to furnish: 
Natural gas and to provide a penalty for 
their failure to do so. 1 

“I do not like the provision in the 
bili allowing the grantees six months in 
Which tq file their bond. If they are 
Pittsburg millionaires as reported, why 
should they wish to delay so long in 
furnishing this bond? Thirty days ought 
to be a reasonable time for wealthy men 
to arrange a bond like that. 

Would Prevent Transfer. 

“Another point about it I don’t like, 
‘fs that it provides against the sale of 


) the franchise to any other gas company 


‘new’ existing. That means nothing. 
The Laclede Gas Co. could organize » 
New gas company immediately after the 
Ordinance was passed and buy up the 
franchise. There should be an amend- 
ment to the bill providing against the 
gale of the franchise te any other conm- 
pany ‘now existing or hereafter to be 
organized.’ *’ 

Replying to Mr. Ziebold, 

George V. Reynolds said: 

“We are asking for a franchise for 
furnishing natural gas and that is what 
We want to furnish and intend to fur- 
nish. We are also asking the privilege 
of furnishing manufactured gas in the 
event that it should develop that we 
are unable to continue furnishing nat- 
ural gas. 

Wants Conditional Privilege. 

“We are not asking a manufactured 
gas franchise. We are only asking the 
conditional privilege of selling manu- 
factured gas, the condition being our 
inability to furnish the natura! gas. It 
is provided in the ordinance that a test 
may be made in Court of our ability to 
furnish the natural gas.

Federal Judges Rule That the 
“Commodities Clause” 
Is Unconstitutional.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 19—The com 
modities clduse of the Heoburn railroad 
rate law, which is the clause forbidding 
railroads to transport exceot for their 
own use articlés produced by them, was 
declared unconstitutional today by 
United States Circuit Court for 
Eastern District of Pennsyivania. 
If this decision is upheld by the Su- 
preme Court, it means that railroads 


the 
the 


‘may continue to own and cperate coal 


mines, lumber mills and other indus- 
tries, competing in the sale of the prod- 
ucts with individual producers. The 
commodities clause was enacted to pre- 
vent this becattse it was alleged the rail- 
roads discriminated against the inde- 
pendent producers who competed with 
them, and had to use their’ lines. 

The clause was bitterly fought by the 
Western roads, suchsas the Iron Moun- 
tain, Missouri Pacific, Frisco, Illinois 
Central and the ‘anthracite roads of 
Pcnnsylvania; all of which are producers 
of .coal, - 
The Law Knocked Out. 

"The commodities clause reads ,as {oi- 
lows: 

“From and after May 1, 1908, it. shall 
be unlawful for any common carrier to 
transport from any state,territory or dis- 
trict of the United States to any state, 
territory or district of the United Siates 
or to any foreign country any artic'e 
or commoedity manufactured, mined or 
produced by it or under its authority 
or which it may own in whole or in part 
or in which it may have any interest, 
direct or indirect, except such: articles 
or commodities as may be necessary or 
used in the conduct of its busines as « 
common carrier.’ , 

Judges George Gray and George M. 
Dallas rendered the decision and gave a 
written opinion. Judge Joseph Buffing- 
ton dissented. 

The suit Was brought by the Govern- 
ment against the Jersey Central, the 
Lehigh Valley, the Erie, the Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western, the Delaware 
& Hudson, the Pennsylvania and the 
Philadelphia & Reading, after attorneys 
for these reads had contended the com- 
modities clause was unconstitutional. 
Attorney-General Bonaparte appeared 
personally in the. case. 


Possible Fine, $6,000,000 a Day. 
Ninety per cent of all the unmined 
anthracite coal in Pennsylvania belongs 
to these Gorporations or to coal com- 
panies whose shares are held by them.

The Philadelphia & Reading case was 


not argued with the others because of 
certain queétions of law involved in its 
ownership, _ ; 

The interstate commerce act pro- 
vides a penalty not to exceed $5000 
for each violation of the clause. Dur- 
ing the argument it was contended by 
the defendants that each car of coal 
shipped in violation of the clause 
could be construed under the act as 
an offense, and as the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad ships daily 1200 cars of an- 
thracite in interstate commerce that 
railroad under such an interpretation 
would be lable to a fine of $6,000,000 
each day. 

Judge Gray in his opinion says: 

“Tt is not to be denied that the right 
to carry in ‘interstate commerce coal 
which they own in whole or in part, or 
which is mined or produced by them 
under their authority, or by coal com- 
panies in which they are stockholders, 
was, until the passage of the act in 
question, a lawful right of these defend- 
ants. ’ 

Suddenly Become Criminals, 

“To these defendants, thus innocently 
and lawfully engaged in transporting 
coal which they own, or are interested 
into the extent and under the circum- 
stances hérein set forth, comes this act 
of Congress and declares that this 
whole business is unlawful and that the 
future exercise of a vested right of 
ownership, which they have heretofore 
and for long periods of years enjoyed, 
ander the belief that it was an ordinary 
right of property ‘enjoyed innocently by 
all citizens of the State alike, inviolable 
as such, is a crime, and punishable as 
such. : 

“We may assume that the commerce 
clause of the Constitution is no excep- 
tion to the general doctrine, that un- 
limited power has no place in American 
governmental institutions, and that 
there are rights of liberty and property 
that are secure against hostile legisia- 
tive action. 

‘In the opinion of this count, the en- 
actment in question is not a regulation 
of commerce, within the proper meaning 
of these words, as used in the commerce 
clause of the Constitution, therefore not 
within the power granted «by that 
Clause.” ,.

CASES GUARDE 
FAOM SUICIDE 


Suspected Slayer of Omaha 
Dector Under Restraint in 
_ His Brother’s House. 








Relatives Say His Suicidal Ten- 
dencies Were Openly Ap- 
proved. by Rustin.

Dispatch. 

OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 10.—Since the 
Coroner’s jury rettirned a verdict yes- 
terday afternoon finding that Dr. Fred- 
erick Rustin came to his death “at the 
hands of a person vr persons unknown” 
‘and recommended that the alleged con- 
nection of Charles FE. Davis with the 
shooting be thoroughly investigated, a 
close gudrd has been kept upon WVavis 
to prevent him from taking his own 
life. 

The suspect is under the care of men 
nurses in the home of his brother, Fred 
H. Davis, who stands responsible for 
the man’s delivery to the authorities 
whenever he may be demanded. Fred 
H, Davis is first vice-president of the 
First National Bank of Omaha. 

Although Davis’ bond was returnable 
this morning in the City Police Court, 
the case was not called. It was an- 
nounced by Police Judge Crawford that 
Davis would probably be arraigned to- 
morrow morning, on some charge to be 
determined today by County Attorney 
English. , 

' Judge Crawford also said that the 
bond of $5900, furnished by the suspect’s 
brother, Frederick H. Davis, had been 
made renewable day by day. 

It is possible the case may not be 
called for several days, as the ‘police, 
awakened by the verdict of the Coro- 
ner’s jury, are searching for the missing 
revolver and investigating the actions of 


| wish more time, ae 
Insurance Men Disappointed. 

Many insurance men watched the in- 
quest with keen interest and were dis- 
appointed at the conclusion of the 
jurors that Dr. Rustin did not die by 
his own hand. Had it been a verdict 
of suicide the various companies in 
which the former Yale athlete was in- 
sured would have saved about $75,000. 

Latham Davis, another brother of the 
suspect, said today that Dr. Rustin 
was engaged to treat the man now in 
collapse as far back as last October 
and that on one occasion Rustin argued 
that Davis’ desire to commit suicide 
possibly was justifiable. 

“Last October Dr. Rustin took Mr. 
Davis to the Mercy Hospital in Coun- 
cil Bluffs,’’ said Latham Davis. ‘‘There 
he was so violent that the nuns refused 
to keep him, and he was taken to St. 
Bernard's, the hospital for the insane, 
where he was detained one month. 

Davis Was Going Awayt 
- “Ten days ago my brother gave the 
latest intimations of a mental break- 
down. I called in Dr. Rustin, who said 
I'd better take him ‘to Excelsior 
Springs. The trip was postponed from 
day to day for various reasons, and 
then the Rustin tragedy occurred. 

“On Aug. 27 I went to Dr. Rustin and 
talked about my brother with him. 
“ “Late,” said the doctor, ‘your brother 
is going to commit suicide. He is talk- 
ing about it constantly. And, after all, 
a man is the best judge of his own Hie, 
isn’t he?’ ; 

“For a long time we argued the mat- 
ter, the doctor always arguing in favor 
of the attitude of my brother. It never 
occurred to me at the time that Dr. 
Rustin was arguing his own case.” 

Alibi Ready for Davis. 

Fred H. Davis admitted to a Post- 
Dispatch representative this morning 
that Dr. Rustin attempted to persuade 
Charles Davis to kill him, but deciared 
that his brothe absolutely refused to 
do sc. This was the subject, accord- 
Ing to Mr. Davis, of the three inter- 
views which Dr. Rustin had with 
Charles Davis on the afternoon and 
night before the death. 

“I ain convinced of my brother's inno- 
cence,” said Mr. Davis. 

“We have secured evidence within 
the past few hours which establishes 
an alibi for my brother at the hour of 
the tragedy, I must refuse to tell what 
this evidence is. I am sure that Mrs. 
Rice’s testimony that my brother en- 
tered the suicide pact with Dr. Rustin is 
either a fabrication by the woman or in- 
vented by Dr. Rustin with the inten- 
tion that the woman should tell ufter 
his death and thus sanction the appear- 
ance of murder which she wished to 
establish: ’’ 

Mrs. Abbie B. Rice, whose testimony 
indicated Rustin induced Davis to con- 
sent to shoot him and then commit sui- 
cide, is still under surveillance. She 
is soon to become a mother.

baseball, riding horses and pleying golf. 
He played ball, and good ball, too, until 
quite recently, anc there fs not a more 
ardent fan in town, only he doesn't let 
it interfere with business. 

Personally he is a very attractive 
man, with a well-sharcd round head, 
large, dark blue eyes partially hiddén 
behind spectacles, a well-groomed gray 
mustache, and gray hair. His com- 
plexion is that o: a perfectly sound 
man, pink, clean, and would do credit 
to a man in training. 

Ig a Lover of Home. 

“What are your principal diversions 
outside of business?’’ asked an inquisi- 
tive person. 

“Home,”’ was the curt reply. ‘I would 
rather be home than anywhere.’4 

“Of course you have no vices?’ 

“Well, I sometimes lose my temper. I 
have never smoked or drank, but I’m a 
long way from being perfect.’’ 

“I went into the St. Louis National 
Dec. 31, 1875, and stayed there until 
1880,, when I went to the old Bank of 
Commerce as exchange clerk. In 1887 
my father and I organized the brokerage 
firm of A. G. Edwards & Son arid I was 
with my father until 1892, when Mr.

The loyalty of his associates in the 
bank ahd his intimacy with his associ- 
ates is a trait of his character that has 
bound every man in wie bank to him 
by the strongest ties of loyalty. One of 
them said that if it had been possible 
to elect a president of the bank among 
the employes instead of by the directors 
he would have got the office un&animous- 
ly on the first ballot. He knows all the 
boys by name, he knows their physical 
and financial condition and he has been 
their intimate in many family matters, 
and many of them have come to him 
for advice in their investments and he 
has made money for them. 

He is one of the hardest workers in 
the bank. He is at his desk at 8:15 
every morning and seldom leaves before 
5:30. He is always at work between 
those hours. 

Mr. Edwards was born in St. Louis, 
Dec. 31, 1859, and graduated at the Kirk- 
wood High School. He is married and 
lives with his wife and three children 
in a beautiful house at 10 Kingsbury 
place. His brothers are Albert N. Ed- 
Wards, vice-president of the Common- 
Wealth Trust Co., and George L. Ed- 
wards, president of the A. G. Edwards 
& Sons Brokerage Co., of which all 
three are directors.

WRIGHT, IN THREE FLIGHTS, 
SHATTERS THREE WORLD'S 
AEROPLAN RECORDS IN DAY 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Sept... 10.—Orville 


Wright easily broke three world’s aero- 
plane records at Fort Meyer yesterday. 

Bright and early in the morning he 
drove his wonderful machine through 
the air at the rate of 40 miles an hour 
for 57 minutes and 31 seconds. 

Late in the afternoon he again went 
aloft and remained there one hour two 
minutes and thirteen seconds, lowering 
his record of the morning. 

In the twilight he took Lieut. Lahm 
of the signal corps aboard and remained 
aloft six minutes and twenty-six sec- 
onds, coming down only because it was 
getting dark. This was a record for 
carrying two persons in a self-sustaining 
flyer. ' 

The best previous endurance record 
was 31 minutes, made by M. de la 
Grange, at Issy, France, on Monday 
last, and the longest that a machine 
carrying two passengers ever stayed up 
before was three minutes and forty sec- 
onds, by C. W. Furniss’ machine, last 
April. 

Enthusiasm over the afternoon per- 
formances knew no bounds. Ordinar- 
ily dignified generals of the army be- 
came as mirthful and as impulsive as 
little boys: two cabinet officers swap- 
ped slaps on the back, and with all the 
newspaper correspondents in sight and 
many .of the leading women in Wash- 
ington society present, jumped onto the 
seats of their automobiles and waved 
and cheered frantically as the watches 
registered the fact that Wright had 
been sailing one hour.

$288,000,000 in Deposits.

NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—The power of 
the National City Bank, which is known 
all over the country as a Rockefeller 
bank, became still further extended to- 
day when it became known that the con- 
trol of the Coal and Iron National Bank 
has passed to the great Standard Oil 
institution. 

With its recent extension of power 
there is now no bank in the United 
States that comes anywhere near ap- 
proximating the known money influerice 
of the National City Bank of New York. 
Its own deposits amount to about $186,- 
000,000. In addition to this, it owhs the 
Bank of Metropolis, with deposits 
amounting to $9,000,000. It also controls 
the. Second National Bank of New York, 
with deposits of $10,000,000, and the Lin- 
coln National Bank of New York, with 
deposits of $15,000,00. These deposits, 
together with the deposits of the newly 
acquired Coal and Iron National Bank, 
amounting to $6,0v0,000, make a total of 
deposits controlled by the National City 
Bank in New York city alone of $225,- 
000,000. 

Controls a Washington Bank. 

Its power is not limited to this city, 
however. Some years ago it’ acquired 
control of the Riggs National Bank of 
Washington, and at the same time it put 
into the vice-presidency of that insti- 
tution Milton E. Ailes, who had been 


Alles is the man who is said to keep the 
National City Bank closely posted re- 
garding Government finances. -Report 
says that it Is due to him, and to Frank 
A. Vanderlip, also a former assistant 
secretary of the Treasury, and now 
vice-president. of the National City 
Bank in New York that the Standard 
Oil institution is able accurately to fore- 
cast Government finances and make bids 
with almost certain accuracy on Gov- 
ernment bond issues. 

The National City ‘Bank also controls 
the Commercial National Bank of Chi- 
cago, which has deposits amounting to 
about $41,000,000. The president of this 
bank is George E. Roberts, former Di- 
rector of the Mint, and the man who 
preceded him as president was James 
H. Eckles, former Comptroller of the 
Currency. 

$288,000,000 in Deposits, 

In the’ panic of last October, the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce of Kansas 
City got into trouble. It had never been 
known as a Standard Oil bank, but it 
was observed that, just previous to its 
failure, Frank Vanderlip of the Nation- 
al City Bank went to Kansas City, The 
bank closed, but was opened within a 
short time under the presidency of Wil- 
liam Barrett Ridgeley. This bank has 
déposits of about $13,000,000, making a 
total of out-of-town deposits controlled 
by the National City Bank of $63.000,000, 
which, with the $225,000,000 in New York, 
makes a grand total of $288,000,000. 

The Coal and Iron National Bank, 
which has just been gobbled up by the 
National City, is at 143 Liberty street. 
It was organized in 1904 to take care of 
railroad accounts, and its principal cus- 
tomers are railroad men and railroad 
corporations. It has an ideal location 
for this business and it 1s understood 
that the National City Bank will allow 
it to continue where it is.

When Orville Wright flew about in his air- 
ship 62 minutes and 15 seconds at Fort Mye: 
Wednesday afternoon he proved that the problem 
has been practically solved. The task now is tu 
perfect details and sift out the best models. 

This is the most important victory of science 
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practical fact. No imagination is rich enough to 
picture the direct and indirect consequences of 
air navigation. Probably there is no social, in- 
dustrial or political arrangement that will nut 
be profoundly influenced by the use of airships. 
and some of them will be revolutionized. 

It required several years to make the telegrapn 
&@ common drudge of man and as many to re- 
duce the telephone to complete subjection. Wire- 
less telegraphy is not yet beyond a healthy in- 
fancy, and the airship will probably not reach 
the stage of a commonplace convenience for 
Man can sail 
the air. And day by day the vessels will be im- 
stood until complete mastery will be finally won. 
Ten years ago the automobile was a toy. it is 
not too much to hope that the airship will go as 
speedily to the goal of practical usefulness. 

Wright,’ De la Grange,’ Farman and Herring 
are the names oftenest heard in connection with 
this great achievement, but no man invented th> 
airship. It grew little by little, beginning with 
the half mythical experiments of Leonardo da 
Vinci 400 years ago and followed a line of dream- 
ers and enthusiasts, all failing, but every one of

THE STONE INDORSEMENT.° 

We presume the Democratic State Convention 
knew what it was doing—what sort of record it} 
was indorsing—when it indorsed Senator Stone’s 
récord.

Letter Carriere’ Pay. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I would like to correct the statement made in the 
Post-Dispatch of Sept. 5 in reference to “letter Ccar- 
rier.” Substitutes do not get paid $100 a year and pro 
rata salary of regular when serving on a route, but 
get paid at the rate of 80 cents per hour for all work; 
the $100 a year part they don’t get any more since 
July, 1997. When a sub works on Sunday, generally 
two hours, he gets paid 60 cents, where a regular gets 
paid for the whole day, comprising eight hours. When 
a substitute is not working in a.regular’s place he is 
compelied to deliver special delivery letters, very 
often losing money on them, as they gét 8 cents for 
each one, sometimes getting only one to deliver and 
spending 10 cents carfare to deliver it, and other times 
getting a run of four or five to all parts of the city 
and county, spending 10 or 15 cents carfare.. I don’t 
see ' why the United Railways Co. don’t let the letter 
carriers ride free, especially the substitutes.

RIEDRICH, Freiherr von der Trenck—better known as Baron Trenck—

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SAFETY LIES IN BOILED WATER. 


| N answer to this query the following hygienic suggestion was made to sev- 





eral hundred thousands of readers in the Ladies’ Home Journal for 
“No; bolled water is unsafe to drink, according to a French scientist 
who last year tested the qualities of such water. He declares that while most 
germs are killed in a few minutes by boiling the water, some can be killed 
only by a higher temperature. Boiled Water is not regarded as safe for use 
in surgery because the surgeon cannot feel sure that it is really sterilized. 
The only water which answers all hygienic demands is that which has been 
sterilized by heat under pressure. Ordinary boiled water is liable to cause 
numerous severe and often dangerous stomach and intestinal maladies.’’ 

Commenting on this the Interstate Medical Journal says: ‘‘To object to 
the bolling of water on the ground that it is not absolutely sterile and, be- 
sides, causes pathologic disturbances in the consumer, is a serious mistake, 
and its world-wide publication can only do harm. A water boiled is always 
free from infectivity for typhoid, dysentery and cholera. Epidemics have 
been curtailed by boiling the infected water. In epidemics and in periods 
where the possibility of an epidemic is given, the only protection is to boil 
the water used in the community. Whether in times of no danger boiling is 
“to be resorted to or not, depends entirely upon the taste and bias of the in- 
dividual. There is today, with our system of water control, no need for it. 
Nor is there hardly any use to boll water that is used for nursing infants. 
The number of bacteria present in everything we touch and eat Is so immense 
that the rather small number present in water does not increase the quan- 
tity very much. The character of these bacteria in both cases is harmItss, 
if not directly beneficial. On the other hand, there is no objection to boiling 
the water, and the disturbances alleged by the author referred to, do not 
follow its use. In suspicious times boiling is the thing to do and no absolute 
sterilization is needed. To abrogate bolling of water as a means of protec- 
tion and to ask for vigorous sterilization, makes this protection inaccessible 
‘to the community and deprives it of the best means to avoid infection.”

NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—While E. R. 
Thomas, former banker: and turfman, 
was groaning on a bed of pain in the 
Roosevelt Hospital yesterday, under the 
name of ‘Mr. Jenkins,” his highly 
prized stallions and brood mares, 78 in 
mumber, were being sold under the 
hammer at a Sheriff’s sale. The horses, 
which were estimated to be worth $100,- 
C0, and had cost Thomas $150,000, 
breught the insignificant sum of }».8,075. 

The sale was made to satisfy a judg- 
ment against Thomas by the Metropoli- | 
tan Trust Co. of New York. Its exe- 
cution was hurried along because the 
young man met with a serious accident 
recently while driving his automobile at 
Long #ranch. 

His “broken kneecap faiicd to mend 
and in order to undergo an operation, 
possibly amputation of the iimb, he, we 
brought to Roosevelt Hospital. ¥ 
creditors, fearful that the operation 
might result fatally, decided to force 
the sale. of his horses to satisfy thelr 
claims. 

The fact that suits for heavy dam- 
ages had been brought by persons in- 
— in the automobile accident 4180 
nfluenced the Metropolitan Trust Co. 
in demanding a quick sale before the 
horses could be attached. 

The Sheriff announced that the horses 
would be sold collectively if a reason- 
able price was offered. A bid was 
asked, and as only $12,000 was offered, 
the auctioneer said the horses would be 
sold separately.

Gans was a real factor. He stands 
out before the world as a man who 
was a self-confessed cheater, a person 
who bartered even his own good name 
for the chance of a little loose change, 
a prevaricator and stronger than that, 
and for everything that in a pugilist 
of integrity is considered impossible. 
Yet, from the flames of his past ca- 
reer, Phoentx-like, he arose, cleansed 
in the eyes of the public, and won back 
the championship. Not only that, but, 
despite his color, he was a. popular 
fighter, and won his way into the hearts 
of those who love the game as an able 
exponent of it. ae 

Exposure of dishonesty in almost any 
sport, professional or amateur, is cer- 
tain to be followed by loss of reputa- 
tion and standing and ultimate obliv- 
ion; yet Gans not only survived his 
own story of his early shortcomings, 
but was never more popular in his en- 
tire checkered career than after he told 
the San Francisco newspapers how he 
had cheated the public in the McGov- 
ern, Britt and other contests. 

The mind of man fails to fathom such 
things.

He always had 
the edge on Frank Erne, who was then 
champion, but Gans lost to him the first 
time through mantpulation, according 
to Gans’ own story. When they sub- 
sequently met again, Gans put it over 
the clever white boy in _one round. 
Two Famous Fakes. 
ERHAPS the two most spectacu- 
[ lar fakes in the career of this 
fighter were those with Terry 
McGovern and with Jimmy Britt. The 
first took place at Chicago in a six- 
round contest at a time when Terrible 
Terry was at the heighth of his career 
and under the able, if questionable, 
management of Sam Harris. Terry was 
then a featherweight, while Gans was 
a division ahead of him, 4n the light- 
weight class. 

The colored fighter had whipped Erne 
and the victory of Terry McGovern 
meant to the Brooklynite that he would 
become the title holder in three classes 
of the pugilistic world—bantam, feather 
and lightweight. For Terry was then 
still able to get back to 118 pounds and 
defend the title he first won as a 
youngster. 

Gans made the proposition himself. 
He pointed out the advantages to Mc- 
Govern of his position as holder of three 
titles, but Harris could do-nothing with 
him. McGovern he had nothing to do 
with. 


Lays Down to Terry. 
Then; consistent with his own policy 
of shouldering all the burden of hig 


own sins, he decided that he could clean 
up by speculation on MeGovern, and 
when the battle came off he let himself 
be put away early in the fight. There 
was never a time when even the Ter- 
rible Terry had a chance to make an 
impression on this iron-hearted fighter, 
had the latter been willing to extend 
himself. 

Or was there a chance for Jimmy Britt 
to get away with a victory in the 
fight between this pair, which subse- 
quently took place in California. Britt 
at the time had cleaneo ~ the horizon 
of lightweight fighters. fe had, fur- 
thermore, declared that Gans or any 
other colored fighter would not be given 
a chance to beat him out of the ere 
weight title which he had won by bat- 
tering his way through the lightweight 
division over the reputation of such

Finally he was induced to make a 
match with Gans and the eyes of the 
world were on the battle. According 
to the details of the fight, Gans was 
battered down slowly, and was all but 
out when Britt slipped over a - foul 
blow. He lost the fight, got the least 
money, but retained all his prestige. 
Gans was satisfied, he needing the

Mr, Norvell was born in Pulaski, 
Tenn., in 1880. He began his business 
career in Memphis, Tenn., where he 
amassed a fortune, and then went to 
New York, becoming prominent on the 
Gold Board in that city. From there 
he went to Savannah, Ga., as the head 
of a large mercantile establishment 
and president of one of the leading 
Savannah Banks. Later he establish- 
ed hiinself in New Orleans, coming 
to St. Louls in 1873. He leaves four 
children—Saunders Norvell and Mrs. 
John T. Watlace of St. Louis, and Mrs. 
J. Arthur Eddy and Frank J. Nor- 
vell of Denver, Colo,
